The Supreme Court Again Open 


for Business. 


THE BIG-WIGS GALLON THE PRESIDENT 


The Argentine Republic and the World's 


Fair—Reciprocity *lth Brazil Makes 


Work for American Artisans— 


Indian Troops a Success. 


Tna Supreme Court. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—The supreme 


court of the United States will begin 
its October term at noon to-day. 
Chief 


Justice Fuller, who is at the bedside of 
his daughter in Chicago, and Justice 
Gray, who is recovering1 from an attack 
of typhoid fever, will Aot be able to at- 
tend. Justice Bradley is ill, but lie has 
written that he will be on hand when 
the court meets to-day. 


The absence of a full bench will 


probably cause the postponement of 
several cases of Importance before the 
court, and the docket is being prepared 
with this view so that ordinary routine 
cases can be proceeded with, when the 
court convenes for business. Among 
the cases of such importance that their 
consideration by a full bench is desir- 
able, and 
which, will probably be 


postponed, are the Say ward case, the 
lottery cases and the several suits 
brought by importers to test the valid- 
ity of the McKinley tariff act. These 
will, it is believed, go over till late in 
November. 


The Snyward case was brought by 


tlie British government to test tlie 
jurisdiction of the United States over 
the seal fisheries of Beliring- sea. 
The 


lottery cases involves the constitution- 
ality of the anti-lottery law passed by 
tlie last congress. In the tariff law 
cases the principal question involved is 
whether tlie omission- by tho enrolling 
clerk of certain portions of**the tobacco 
rebate section, intended to bo incor- 
porated in. the bill, does not make the 


w void. 
The opening of the court to-day will 


be merely formal, motions to adrait-at- 
torneys being the only business that 
will be transacted. 
After that tho 


court will adjourn and then call in a 
body on the president, a ceremony 
never omitted on opening days. 


To-morrow the court will begin the 


regular call of cases on the docket. 
These cases number 1,895, a greater 
number than was ever on the docket 
at the beginning of a term. Ab tho 
opening of the court last year there 
were 1,283 cases on tho docket. 
Con- 


jress at its last session passed laws 
for the relief of the supreme court 
but these enactments do not seem to 
Have had the effect intended—to place 
in tho power of the lower courts cre- 
ated final jurisdiction over many cases 
icretoforc within the jurisdiction of 
ihe highest federal tribunal. But con- 


•ess also passed other laws, one of 


which—the Indian depredations law— 
allows appeal from tho court of claims 
io the supreme court in some 15,000 
cases. Cases before the newly-organ- 
zed land claims court are also appeal- 
able to the supreme court. It is ex- 
pected that the passage of these laws 
will greatly increase the business of 
/ho supreme court next year 


Tha Argentine Republic and tho World's 
Fair. 


WASHINGTON-, Oct. 32.— The Latin- 


American bureau of the World's Col- 
umbian exposition received informa- 
tion yesterday that the Argentine re- 
public had appropriated $100,000 to pay 
;he expense of its representation at 
Chicago in 1893. This liberality was 
unexpected because of tho financial de- 
pression in that country, and indeed it 
was feared that for motives of economy 
/he republic would decide not to take 
part in tho exposition at all, but Gen.

Reciprocity with Brazil Makes Work 


for American Artisans. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—The bureau 


of American republics is informed that 
one of the results of tlio reciprocity 
treaty with Brazil is the sale of 128 
locomotives to that republic by the 
Baldwin locomotive works of Philadel- 
phia, and in addition to this twenty 
locomotives are now b»ing loaded at 
Philadelphia for Brazil ou the barken- 
tines Maggie Thompson and Eleanor 
M. Williams. 


Under tho reciprocity treaty with 


Brazil locomotive and railway supplies 
from the United States are admitted 
free of customs duty, and the railway 
equipment of that republic, which was 
formerly almost exclusively of Eaglibh 
manufacture, is now, the bureau states, 
being rapidly replaced by articles of 
American manufacture. 


£he EnUatm*nt of Indian Troops a Suo- 


ceM. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—Beports re- 


ceived at tlie war department indicate 
that the enlistment of Indians into the 
United States army has proved to be a 
marked success. So far there are seven 
troops composed entirely of Indians 
and two troops are in the course of for- 
mation. These enlisted Indians can all 
read and speak English. They obey 
orders readily, are intelligent and 
quick, and in fact, it is stated, make 
model soldiers. 


It IB stated at the war department 


that an Indian troop will probably bo 
transferred to Fort M.yer near Wash* 
ington, during" the coming winter. 


Hequosted to Take an AppeaL 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—Acting Secre- 


tary Chandler, in reply to a letter from 
the attorney general, says that not- 
withstanding the recent opinion of tho 
supreme court of Utah territory, con- 
struing the act of February 25, 1885, 
which prohibits the inclosure of public 
lands, holding that the act does not ap- 
ply to sections sixteen and thirty-six 
(school lands), requests the attorney 
general to Instruct the United States 
attorney for Utah to take an appeal in 
the case and commence proceedings in 
every case of inclosure of school sec- 
tion* by persona not^ entitled to them.

the United States. There are in the 
United Kingdom more than 31 38-100 
times as many paupers in proportion to 
population us there are in tbe United 
States. 


The actual net increase in the number 


of paupers in the United Kingdom du- 
ring the live years preceding 188!) was 
more than 2 43 100 timea the total pau- 
perism of the United States.

IMPQftTANT IF TBUE. 


The Law that Controls the Solar 


and Stellar Orbits Explained. 


lCommunitated.\ 


Astronomy furnishes abundant proof, during 


2,000 years ot observation, that the solar system 
and the stellar universe Is In motloc, not around 
a common center, as ooe astionomer declared 
and some others thought probable and nec 
sary to tbe stability ot the system, but tbat the 
stars are moving In all directions, yet seeming 
to occupy tho same relative position diinot'loiig 
ages. Also, that the sun has changed his course, 
as though following the aro at & great circle. 


With regard to this m;atery o( motion the 


"Encyclopedia Britaulcu" says: "The slderlal 
system Is altogether more complicated and 
more varied :a structure than has hitherto been 
supposed; la the samu region ot the stellar 
depths co-exist stars ot fmuay orders of real 
magnitude; all the nebular, gaseous or stellar 
planetary, -rlng-Iormed, elliptical and spiral 
exfat within tile limits ol the slderlal system, 
and lastly the whole system Is alive with move- 
mgnta, the lavs of which may oue day he recog- 
nized, though at present they are too complex to 
be understood," 


1'ho writer (Proctor) evidently means to say 


that these laws have not been discovered or ex- 
plained, and thatlstlie reason of their being 
too complex, Kepler's laws were too complex 
before their discovery and demonstration. 


Artec long study of these laws 1 am satisfied 


that there is a law controlling tho sun and 
planets, as the latter sweep around him while 
he Is moving through space at great speed (no 
miles a minute), not laid down In the books, 
and. as tar as 1 know, unexplained. 


[n addltlou to their revolution around the sun 


tho planets have also hU forward motion 
through space, and while passing la frontal 
him, being attracted by him, they lose a part of 
that forward motion and move slower In the 
next half of tllelr orbit till thoy ore attracted by 
the sun again In the direction In which all are 
moving, when It must move faster and conse- 
quently uill move through tliis part of its orbit 
ID less time tliau fu the other half. (This is In 
accordance with astrouomlr, facts.) 


Now, tliu planets attract the sim In propor- 


tion to their mass and by retmtlnintf longer on 
one side of the sun (the sidfl inside his Kieut 
circle) \\111 draw him slightly In that direction. 
All Ihe planets have an ellptical orbit with com- 
mon force; all revolve around the sun In the 
same direction, and each by this law attracts 
him most In the same direction. This causes 
him to deviate In a straight line us he pa.ws 
through space aud he must revolve In a great 
circle as astiouomers claim, without giving nr 
explaining the law which Is the cause of tllelr 
motions. 


Some jioet ha4 said:

So far as 
known no article of value was taken. 
The bed had been pnlleJ out from its 
accustomed place in the rooai and on re- 
tiring Mr, Burgees had placed his cloth- 
ing on a chair which [stood between the 
head of the oed and the wall. Doubtleaa 
the burglar wae looking for the chair at 
the side of tho bsd or at the foofc, when 
he wns discovered. Had he gone to the 
head of tho bed he could have got in nnd 
out without discovery and he would 
huve been enriched to the amount of 850 
nnd a lino watch which Mr. Burgess h id 
in hie vest pockets.
